IT ix now established that Ibnsi-Rashid has beon defeated and Thu-i-Snood ha 
gained victory. 

But the report about the death of Tbn-i-Rashid is false; also is the report of 
Tbn-i-Saood capturing six guns of the Turkish troops untrue. Thn-i-Saood captured 
only one gun, while the remaining guns had been rendered useless by the Turkish 
troops. The most important thing is that the Sheikh of Koweit bas. giv 
neutrality and bas openly taken protection of the English, You have 
Mubarak Thn-i-Sabah sent a telegram to the Sublime Porte, intimating that if the 
Turkish troops did not abstain from helping Ibp-i-Rashid then he would assist Tbn-i- 
Baood, and seck protection of « forcign Power, who would protect him fr 
He further added in the telegram tha gn Powers desire to extend their protection 
to the Arab Amir, but the r to remain subjects of Hix Majesty the 
Sultan - 

But the Sublime Porte did not send him a reply. Consequently, Mubarak sought 
protection of the English, who have ain this object for four years 
past 

‘On the 8th April, 1903, Mr. Ralfour stated in the House of Commons that the 
Sheikh of Kowpit had’ cutered into special Agreements with the Englieh, But the

Sheikh repudiated this statement and said that he was subject to the Sublime Porte. 
And now he has since two weeks openly renounced his allegiance to the Sultan, and has 
‘ed u British Consul to reside at Koweit, The English have also established a 
nnd the Consul is now endeavouring to open a small dispensary for the 

treatment of the poor \rab sick freely. 

Tn this way the English have got their footing and flag fixed in Kowelt, which is 
‘Turkish territory, by the consent of Sheikh Mubarak. Koweit is the key of ‘Arabia in 
the Porsian Gulf.

1 bex to invite a reference to paragraph 3 of Sceret despatch dated 6th March 
1902, from tho Government of Tudin to the Secretary of State, and to atk whether Ie 
woul not be possible to make another effort for the abolition of arms trade in Oman, 
My French colleague informed ine recently that his Government had no intention of 
expelling Goguyer from Museat, and the Saltan meanwhile makes the beat of a bad 
Job by being friendly with his old enemy. On the other hand, Goguyer, while he has 
apparently desivted from writing against His Highness (possibly tn accordance with 
instructions received—eide the inclosure to any leticr dated the 28th Jaue last), bas by 
no means ceased his unfair and hostile criticism of our policy tu the Persian Gulf and 





elsewhere. His expnlsion from Museat would therefore appear to be more than ever 
desirable from oor point of view. 

‘4 However, the point to which I desire to invite attention at present is that no 
half-way position on our part is advisable as regards the arms trade in the present 
circumstances. Either we must move for its abolition, or we must, by supporting our 
merchants, render the presence of foreigners in Muscat ax innocuous ax possible to our 
commercial prospects generally. Were the latter course adopted, it might be possible 
not ouly to retain control over the traffic, but eventually to effeet the removal of certain 
foreigners without the employment of compalsion.

Position of Government of India in regard to Nejd 
of the 24th March last. Representation might be made to the Porte to effect that, 
#0 long ax tho Turks abstained from interference in affairs of Nejd, we also refrained 
from intervention ; that wo are in no way desirous of giving direct or indirect axsistance 
to Biv Saoud; but that our intorests in Eastern Arabia are such that intervention on 
bebalf of one of the parties who are contending for supremacy in Nejd cannot be 
viewed by us with indifference, ax tribes with which we have relations cannot but be 
affected by such intervention ; that the relative rights of the two contending parties are 
‘wo equal that, with a view to the avoidance of internal troubles, and im the interests 
of ponce, the better course would be to leave both sides alone, Sir N. O'Conor might 

point out that tho Turks were unable in 1902 to prevent a filibustering expedi- 
iting out against Koweit from Turkish territory, and that the support now bei 
igen to lon Rashid may strengthen him beyond Turkish powers of control, and 
thin might croate # situation which could not be viewed with indifference by Hix Majesty’ 
Govornmont, having regard to our relations with the Sheikh of Koweit, 

‘Our opinion ax rogards Sir N, O’Conor's views on the goneral political situation ix 
as follown:—Our influence with the Sheikh of Kowelt bas ineroased concurrently with 
the success of his friend, Bin Saoud, and if, ax a result of active intervention on our 
part for the purpose of preventing Mubarak from helping Bin Saoud, and of preventing 
the importation of arma, Turkish influence were allowed to determine the supremacy of 
the Turkish nominco against Bin Saond, our prestige at Kowoit must sulfer materially, 
‘and it would probably, on the y of El Hasa in 1870, mean the absorption of Nejd 
A the Turks. ‘The destruction of Sheikh Mubarak’s influence would be # natural result 
‘of the supromacy of the Turks in Nejd, and possibly also an attack would follow upon 
the territory of Kow the Ii ‘of which towards th lerior are pot defined, from 
‘a direction not hitherto contemplated, In this way we might be compelled once more 
to render Mubarak active assistance against the Turks. ‘This would, i our opinion, be 
‘open to grenter objection than the re-establishment of the Wababi dynasty, which is 
‘now not so much fhnatical as territorial, We nre unable, therefore, to aceept the view 
that the sucess of Win Saoud would imperil our authority at Koweit, or that we can 

ireverve intact the territory of Kowelt better than by preventing the Turks from 
intervening on behalf of TI sashid, 

‘As regards posting « Political Agent at Koweit, we entirely concur (ride my telegram 
‘of the 20th May). We are of opinion that wholesome effect upon Turkish attitude 
‘of mind might not improbably bo produced by such action, and, if you approve, an 
office will be selected immediately to fill the post. 

‘As regards arms, no arrangements havo been inade with the Porte up to the present 
for the combined suppression of the traffic, and the importation of arms is proceeding 

It is thus not ing the Sheikh of Koweit to import arms, or 
in foree for the prevention of the traffic, but

‘The Turkish expedition of last summer and autumn in nid of Thn Rashid into 
the Kasim district of Nejd seems to havo failed entirely. It is commonly said hors 
that not mors than 700 Turkish soldiors now romain near Hail ont of an original 
exped ¥ of about 2,000, and that there have not been many more in Nejd 
since the last engagement, that near Al Rus of the 27th September, 1004. There 
Would appear to have been «heavy loss from disease ond desertion. Out of six guns, 

‘was lost, and three more, recaptared from tbo Snoud, bad, it acems, been damaged 
tnd made useless, A military informant said, early in December, that there were 
about 4,000 ‘Turkish troops near Hail, which scoms a monstrous exnggertion, to ay 
the least of it, Perhaps so p cilia, but I have no information 

bout that, At any mite, it is certain that the Turkish’ troops have done nothing 

ince the above-mentioned engagement. An apparent result of the failure was the 
fact that about tho ead of last October Fakbri Pasha, Acting Vall of Buxorls, wroto, 
Under instructions, no doubt, from Constantinoplo, n letter to Abd-w 
Faynul, the old father of the person commonly known as Ibn Saoud, it 
come and settle the affairs of Kasim in a friendly mecting. About 
November a letter was received from Abd-ar-rahman by the Vali Mukblis Pasha 
Informants who ought to know stato that the letter was 1g of Bhiikh 
Mubarok's Scoretary at Kowelt, which y from the place where 
Abii-ur-rabman wns. ‘This is explained by supposing Jattor was sont with 
All spoed from Kowelt for signature, or that the Sheikh of Koweit had beon intrusted 
with the seal of Abd-ur-rbman. ‘The letter consisted of professions of loyalty to the 
Sultan, and requests not to send troops to Kasim, because the people ot Rasim would 
have nove of Ibn Rashid, and there would be bloodshed. About tho samo time a 
telogram to the same effect to tho Palace from Abd-urrabman passod through 
Busorah, and another to the same effect to the Palace from the Kalmakam of Kate, 
Jasim-ibn-Thani, who, though catled Katmakam, would appear to be almost inde 
ont, and to have become a friend of Xin Saou and Sheikh -Mubsrwk, thought he-wns 
formerly their enct 

About the middle of November Paik Pasha, Mutewarif of Hossa, was dismissed 
from his post, in consequence perhaps of n telegram to theV ali, signed by s Colonel, 
who has now heeome Acting Mutessarif of Hassa, threo Majory, and the accountant 
of the Mutessariflik, accusing him of thoilitating the dispatch of arms and provisions 
to tho Saoud, of sheltering his adherents, of exciting Ottoman soldiers nnd others to 
disloyalty, and of carrying ox a correspondence with Tbn Saoud and Shoikh Mubarek 
and receiving their etisanry. ‘There is, 1am told, no foundation for those charges, 
‘and they cerinialy appear not to have been hrought homo to Bulk Pasha, He appears 
to have proved incapable as an administrator. Ho held an inquiry into the ease of 
Lis predecessor, Sayyeu! Talib, pillaging the house of Mansur Pasha (soo my despatel 
No. 3: of the 2st June, 1904), and sout reports which may have damaged Sayyed 
‘Talil Pasla’s position in Constantinople, 

Since the beginning of last November, at any rate, Sheikh Mubarck sccm to 
have been in open co tion with Ibu Snoud and Abd-ur-rahman, On the 
20th January three Neji merchants, living in Bussorah, were sent olf in exile to 
Constantinople, on a charge of giving information to hn’ Sqoud. I cannot undere 
stand whether the specilic charge is true or false. Two of them certainly a. year 
ago used fo give him information. One of these two is the Bussorah agent of one 
Shubeyli in Nejd, who is a closo personal and business friend of Sheikh Mubarek, 
‘The latter now complains, quite groundlessly, as I understand, that, in consequence 
of the cessation of Shubeylt's business in Bussorah, he (Mubarek) is losing a large 
sum of money. Mubsrek, I imagine, for some purpose of his own, wishes to excite 
Our sympathy by such allegations of pecuniary loss. 

At js surprising, and seems to indicate a desire on the Sultan's part to avoid 
— by peacefully garrisoning Kasim, that, while a large ‘Turkish force is

I HAVE the honour to report that in an interview with the War Minister today 
ho appeared rather hopeful regarding the state of affairs in the Yemen, Sanan tay 
Still besieged by the rebels, but the road from the const up to Menakhn was still open 
to the Turkish troops, 

Menakha is an important position, a kind of rocky stronghold, on the road half- 
Way between Hodeidals and Sanna, and it is now held by the Turkish troops aga 
although the rebels were apparently ablo to drive thom out for a short time, 

Ali Riza Pasha, the Commandant of the Relict Expedition, reached Hodeidah on 
tho 5th instant and poshed inland immediately with a force of eight Vattaltont 
(6,000 men) and eight mountain batteries. 

His expedition should have consisted of twenty-four Syrian. battalions, now o 
the way; but owing to the urgeney of relieving Sanna, he was obliged to leave with 
What men he could collect, moxt of whom had arrived from Kunfida, whore, sinios 
November 1908, the Adana’ Redif Brignde has been waiting on the coast to take part 
in an expedition in Assir, which never took place. It is a battalion of these 
Unfortunate men who recently took posession of the Greek stenmor tn which thoy 
Mere going to Hodeidsh and forced the esptain to take them back to Mersina 
instead. 

‘The War Minister mentioned that four battalions of the Syrian force are awaiting 
transports at Akaba and four more are of the railway at Maan ready to move down to 
Akaba, 

After some considerable difficulty, transports have now beon obtained, and three 
have loft Jeddah for Ak 

Ungent inquiries are also being made in Constantinople for vessels to carry four 
And other food supplies with a small detachment of troops from here for Hodeidah, 
the supplies being very urgently needed. 

Seven battalions (4,000 men) constitute the garrison now shut up in Sanaa, and 
the place is reported here to bo in the last extremity, as also may be judged from the 

te with which Ali Riza Pasha is pushing on his reliof expedition, If his force 
should fail to reach the pluce in time, it also is in dangor of being overwhelmed, ns it

‘The Director-General of Customs was addressed on th wubject by this Residenoy, 
And was asked to state on what grounds the wheat had been confiseated, and whether 
ho could seo his way to rolease it, In roply, the Director-General stated that ho wns 
Writing to Lingah for particulars. Ho subsequently wrote on the 16th July that. as 
‘ax the nakboda had declared that the wheat had beca shipped at a Persian port, but 
had failed to produce the necessary Customs pass, twenty of wheat hud been 
taken change of as a security pending production of the nevossary papers ; that before 
the matter had been delinitely settled the naklods had left his dhow without 
Biving any noticc, and that therefore he had directed the sub-offloor to seia the 
Rakboda on his arrival, He concluded by inquiring whether be was bound to furnish 
Any explanation to the Residency on behalf of Koweit subjects, He was informed 
that as the nakhoda was a Kowcit subject, the Resident considered he was entitled to 
ive the man his Consular good offices. 

About the same time the Government of India were addressed with a view to 
Sscertaining how far British protection was to be extended to Koweit Subjects, aud 
it was suggested that the Chief of Koweit might be advised to uso a distinctive flag 
for Koweit boats. 

Meanwhile, on the Oth July the Residency Agent at Linge Toported that the 
how in question had been seized with her nakhoda at Mokam by the Customs 
Buthorities. The nakhoda was sul paently released through the intervention of the 
Zabit of Mokam and left in his boom for Koweit, but his jally-boat was detained. 

After a good deal of correspondence, M. Waffelaert ultimately wrote that in view 
fa promise he had made to the Resident, he was " prepared to be completely lenient 
fowards the above naklioda, and, as an exceptional ease, release the twenty bags of 
Wheat in question,” and that they were at the pon of the owner. He appeared to

Alleged confiscation of goods belonging toa Koweit subject, Yusuf-el-Huris, found in 
Persian dhow, August 190%, : 


In August 1904 the Chief of Koweit sont to the Resident a complaint fro 
Nenafcl-Haris one of lis subjeetato the effet tat the Persian ‘Customs’ revenue 
Seamer " Muzaller” overtook a Feesian sailing vessel oll Maghoo (near Lingah) 
biol had among her cargo twenty eases vermcell, and one case containing soven- 
nn compasses and six yarde broxd-cloth on board for him ; examined. th 
foro; demanded a Customs pass, which not being forthcoming, ove save 
he case of compasses and brond-eloth were removed from her. Yusuf stated that 
the goods wero consigned to him from Karneli in a Bal Soiree 
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transhipped at Habrein. for Koweit, but that on the nakhods of the Bahrein boat 
finding near Basidu a Persian boat bound for Koweit, they were transhipped to her at 
sea. It was after, this transhipment that the “Muzaffer” met the boat bound for 
Koweit, ‘The nakhoda of this dhow isa resident of Koweit, but a Persian subject, 
‘as also were the crew. 

On the matter being represented by the Residency to the Director-General of 
Customs, Bushire, he replied as follows - 


“On the Ist July last, on our way to Cherek, we came across a big boat flyin, 
the Persian flag, Having’ stopped the boat we learned that it belonged to Haji 
Mahomed Dilomy. From the statements which Khalifa-bin-Abdulla, the nephew of the 
said Haji Mahomed, made in reply to my® questions, it resulted that the boat same from 
Kharmir, a Porsian port, near Bander Abbes, where she had been to sell her cargo of 
wheat and barley. ‘The nakhoda declared now to hare on boat twenty cases Yermi 
colli and thirtown bags dried beans shipped at Khomir for Dilom, In searching the 
boot we found the statomont rogarding the quantity of the goods correct. To my 
demand to, produce the Custon * the nakhoda replied that the 
documents wore sent to Dilom b ‘This kind of proceeding appearing to me vory 
strange, I demanded that two enses bag beats should be deposited 
axa guarantee with us, nnil to be released on presentation of he necessary documents, 
‘As to the box of sovonteen compasses and six yards broad-cloth, we did sot see any of 
them on board the said boat, 

Tho above answer wax communicated to the Political Agent, Kowsit, who 
informed Sheikh Mubarek of it, Shoikh Mubarok thereupon sent the nakhoda of the 
yessol and Yasufsel-Earis to the Political Agent, who took down their statements, 
‘The nakhoda declared that the “ Muraffer” confiscated the boxes containing vermi- 
colli, broad-cloth, and compasses, but his unsupported statement alone will not be 
aceapted by the Customs, and although endeavours have since been made to obtain 
‘corroboration from the crow of the vessel and from the nakhoda of the Bahrein vesol 
from which the goods were transhipped, 10 far we have been unable to find them, and 
Yusuf-cl: Haris was not himself prosant when the goods were transhipped.

On the 26th May, 1897, Sultan of Muscat forwarded communication asking for 
Seite help and consideration of Her Majesty's Government in putting an end to the 
difficalty.” Lord Salisbury, however, held that Her Majesty's Government had no locus 
rtandi upon which to approach French Government, secing that they bad reesived no 
request from Sultan of Muscat to do this. Sultan of Muscat has now put in my hand 
the draft of a letter couched in the following terms, and will sign it on hearing that it is 
Suficient for the purpose, and will doubtless make no dificulty about making any alight 
alterations in the wording'of it which may be considered advisabl 


“‘T have the honour to address you regarding the matter of the French flags, which 
are handed about among my subjects, inhabitants of Soor, and elsewhere. “You are 
cognizant of the circumstances of the case, and we have many times discussed the 
question, and I am much vexed with regurd to it, as it is detrimental both to im 
independence and to my prestige. Moreover, quite lately, ax you are probubly aware of, 
there have been quarrels among sections of my subjects over this matter, in that the 
tribe of Hijracen called upon the Jennebeh, inhabitants of Soor, in a threatening missive 
to return their French papers, and T fear that harm may result, I never cease to be 
distracted by this matter of the French flag, and I have many times called upon the 
French Consal to represent the matter to his Government, and to explain to them faly

Tam informed that, when the other 
boatmen laid their complaint before Sheikh Isa, they were most unfavourably received, 
and [have had no communication on the subject from the Chief, which surprises me 
considerably.

At Hormuz the Kalantar, or Persian Governor of the island, called upon Lieutenant 
Shakespear and consvlted him with regard to the disposal of the relics of a Koweit 
dhow and cargo which had recently been wrecked on the island, and saved by the 
Kalantar's men. The owner and Nakhoda were Koweit and Muscat subjects respec- 
tively, and, out of a crew of seventeen, eight men had been drowned. ‘The Deputy 
Governor of Bunder Abbas had sent a message to the Kalantar directing him on no 
account to permit the Customs authorities to remove the salvaged property. 

Contrary messages came from the Customs Director, and subsequently a number of 
tufangchis arrived and had evidently been instructed to remove the goods by force. 

lis Majesty's Consul accordingly refrained from any intervention, but informed 
those concerned that, in the event of any complaint being received from Koweit or 
Mascat subjects in regard to the salvaged goods now to be removed, the Customs 
Department would be held responsible.

In some cases I may mention that he was charging 
ten times the amount sanctioned by the 1888 Agreement. 

Further, it is a matter of common knowledge that the Amir has exerted himself 
to the utmost to prevent any reconciliation between the Kotaibis and ourselves. His 
object has been to stir up the Kotaibis to outrages on the trade routes with a view to 
their being utterly erushed by us before we leave this country. 

Finding, however, that his intrigues wero of uo avail, aid that I was on the 
of receiving the submission of Mahomed Saleli, lio sent his eldest kon, Naser, sec 
toa place on the borders of the Kotaibii country, with a view to an interview with 
Mahomed Saleh. ‘The sole object of this wax undoubtedly to forestall me and toimake 
Pesce, probably on the lines of a general renuncintion of all suzerain rights. 

ly Mahomed) Saleh, being already in clgse communication with me, rofasod 
Sheikh Naser, 
mentioned this incident, and have gone into the whole question at consider 
ablo length, as I know it to be one of consi portance to our future in the 
Hinterland, and also with view to illustrating the differnt de, mee to be 
placed on the good faith of the Amir and of Mahomed Saleh 

4. As regards the position occupied by the Kotaibis am 
Hinterland on account of their territorial extent or numerical strength, I 
once that it is comparatively insignificant. ‘The points, however, on. which, 
opinion, sufficient strews has not been laid are, (a) what influence hnve the Kotaibin in 
Lower Yaifai, and (b) amongst the other Radfan tribe 

With regard to (a) it will be remembered that the Kotaibis were originally Lowor 
Yoffai. ‘the tribes to the present day between the Kotaibix and the Lower Yaffal 
are very strong and clowly drawn. ‘The Kotaibi Sheikh, Mahomed Saleh, in nddition 
o tribal ties inn close persooal friend of Abdalla bin Molisin, tho Lower Yalfai 
Soltan, 

Tu Tuly last I had good reason to believe that the Kotaibis, assisted by other 
Uadfan tribes, intended to again attack the post at Sulek. At the sme time T 
received reliable information that a foroe of botween 15,000 and 17,000 men was boing. 
collected round Al Khara, the hend-quarters of the Lowor Yaifai Sultan, 

The object undoubtedly wns a simultanvous attack on Dthala and Sulek, 

‘This jolnt movement [ nscortained to have been due to reports spread by intrigues 
of our intention of attacking the Kotaibix. [ found that constant communications 
hhad been passing between Mahomed Saleh and Abdalla hin Mohsin, 

Sinco matters have come to a more satisfactory state botween us, there fins been 
Little correspondence between these two Chiefs. 

Tt is not necessary for me to remark on the serious position th which we shoxld 
have found ourvelves had this simultaneous attack taken place, 

The salient point is that « British force of about 1,200 mon, many invalids. with 
only two camel-battery guns, with an insufficient supply of food nnd amrunition, 
100 miles from any further supply of reinforcements, would havo found itself opposed 
fo a body of Arabs numbering possibly 25,000, nud mostly armed with Frouch rides, 
‘The reinforcements available at Aden would have been inauicient to effect a diversion, 
even had they succeeded in forcing the two passes on tho road, 

‘The pritno mover in this was Sheikh Mahomed Saloh, the Kotatbi, and I have 
‘quoted this instance to show to what extent his friendliness or otherwise to us ma 
affect any future delimitation of the north-east boundary, which must pass throu 
both Upper and Lower Ya 

T considered the matter to be urgent, and, after receiving pormission to do so, I 
invited Mahomed Saleh to mect me at Sulek. "He declined to do so, and ovontually 
Thad to meet him in his own country. I gathored enough at that meeting to confirm 
my belief that the information as to the intended attack on ws was founded on fact, 
and that, had not reinforcements and guns been seat up country, and the tribes nok 
thus learnt that we were ready for them, the attack might actually have taken place. 

With reference to the Radfan tribes, it is true that the Chiefs all assured me that 
Whatever happened they would not join aay one against us. Tho Alawi and Hijali 
Were possibly sincere in this statement. Had hostilities actually broken out it is more 
than possible, however, that the Sheikbs of these two tribes would have been unable 
to retrain thei tritesten. ‘Tho — the Sait the Bakr, and te Dibambari 
would assuredly have gone against us, and, taking advantage of the general confusion 
Hat would have ensued, tho Subaihis and Haushabis would probably have jolned in, 
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‘Asa result of Mahomed Saivk's hostility, it was therefore perfectly possible, even 
probable, that we should ha 6 following tribes :— 

Tpperand Lower Xafluis, although apparently separate, they join together against 
an external enemy, 

‘The Kotnibis, Dthambaris, Abdulleh, Dairi, ukri, probably th ad the 
Alawis, the Subaihis, and the Haushahis; and it remaiued to be seen which side the 
Awin's subjects would ak: 

i. Since my arrival in Dthals, T have given s great deal of attention to this 
Yaffai-Kotaibi questio fing as'I did that, as far as our relations with the tribes 
went, it was the most important point of all. 

T found Mahomed Saleh ina state of sullen defiance. At first he utterly declined

officer of his own free will. 

Te eventually met me in his own cous short time ago wrote to say that, 
it { guaranteed his safety, he would come into ‘our post at Sulek and mect me there 
Tgave him the required guarantee, and went to Sulek to meet him. On arrival I 
found thnt Mahomed Saleh was seriously ill. I ascertained this to be genuine, 1

(1) ‘The Kotaibis are not really dependents of the Amir at all. 

{2} ‘That any arrangements we make in the dircotion of friendly relations with 
thom will ulimately greatly benefit the Amir of Dthals 

‘That, evel supposing the Kotaibis to be dependents of the Amir, we commit 
no breach of favth with him in making an arrangement by which the safety of his 
principal trade route, which he is by Treaty bounil to proteet, but which he has utterly 
failed to do, will be, as fir as can be anticipated, assured. 

(4. That the Amir'« own attitude townnds his Troaty and Agreements with ux 
thas boon such as to forfeit all claia: to consideration in a matter the result of which 
can only be to benofit all parties concerned. 

(b.) That the Kotaibl sheikh is a factor t0 be very seriously considered, it being 
remembered that the Yalfai have it indelibly fixed in their minds that sooner or later 
‘we mean to invade their country. 

6.) ‘That for the first tine since the punitive expedition against the Kouatbis, 
Mahomed Saleh is willing and anxious to treats 

7. Leannot help thinking thnt wo have made two great mistakes in this part of 
the country, mistakes which, unless rectified nt a very carly date, are likely to cause 
us vory urent trouble and expense. 

(c.) We forced the Amie of Dthala on the Kotaibis. Loft to himself, much x 
ho might have dovirvd to do 90, he would never have been rash enough to attempt 
to actively nssert and exercise his suzerainty. 

‘The Kotaibis were the very last people with whom we ought to have interfered in 
this mann nontial ns their Sheikh is with the Ynffai, and situated as they are in 
fj eotamanding porition on the main route between Aden and Dthala on our lines of 
communication 

Kotuihis will never acknowledge the suzerainty of the Amir of Dthala. 


‘They know him too well, 4 
Unfortunately, what we have done we cannot undo, of it would encourage other 


tribes to break out in onter to get us to redress their grievances. 

‘The point can, however, with care be glossed over. 

(3), We deprive the Kotaibis of the dues which had been levied by them on the

With roference to my bolief that the Amir was at the bottom of the Kotaibi 
rising, Lhave just come across letter from Major Pallen, Royal Garrison Artillery, 
fated’ Nobat Dakin, the 28th September, 1903, i ¢., just before the rising, addressed 
to General Maitland, in which the following passage occurs -—

Thave no doubt whatever of the accuracy of Captain Lloyd-Jones' information 
on this point, ns it agrees with the result of my inquiries in the siuie dirootion. 

‘The result is tha' we are endangering the peace of the country and the safety of 
the trade routes from a feeling of consideration for the Amir, as to point on which 
ho his himself never insisted, and on which, were we to withdraw, he would be the 
first to xive way. 

5. My proposals, then, are as follows :— 


1.) The suzerainty of the Amir having once been foreed on the  Kotaibis, 
although only in name, cannot now be dropped. It can, however, be minimized. 

(2) Mahomed Saleh to receive a monthly stipend of 50 dollars, his claim to the

9. if med Saleh ix granted a stipend, somo of the other Radfan tribes in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the direst road from Nobat to Dthala will also ask for

I shall be glad if this matter cam be settled at as early a date ns can possibly 
bo arranged, as I must meet Mabomed Saleh in the near furure, and alors Tom 
aifor ‘kiss the stipend 1 propose, I fear thet serous trouble will sooner or later 
arise along the whole of the liges of communication from Nobat Dakim to Dthala.

2. You havo already heen dircoted in my telegram dated the 21st November, 
1904, to sign the Treaty; and I am now to communicate the observations which 
follow apon the report on the affairs of Dthals. Major Merowether's full report has 
iad the careful attention of the Governor in Council. The considerations urged by 
the Political Officer aro, in short, that the Amir of Dthala— 


(1) fs unworthy of trust 
(2) Tx unpopular with his people ; 

(3) Hae no moans of giving effect to the Treaty; and 
(4. Has ovaded former Treaty obligations. 


Major Morewether further eiticlics the policy of the past and points to the 
danger involved in what seems to him the mistake Government have made in treating 
tho Kotaibi as subordinate to the Amir of Dthalla. 

8, Tt should be explained to the Political Officer that the Amir is, whatever his 
personal characteristic may be, the de facto head of the *teibeenen, subjects, anit 
Aopendencies " of Dthalns nnd it is with him in that capacity, and so’ long as ho ix 
recoxnized as such, that the British Government have enterod upon the Treaty, Our 
obligntions under the ‘Treaty hold so long ax he fulfile his to our satisfaction, and if ho 
in unable, in spite of Major Morewother's earnest co-operation with him, to fulfil 
thom, oF if he erases to occupy the position in which Government deal with him, the 
Governor in Council will no longer be bound to pay the stipend. 

4; Tam to request that you will impres strongly upon Major Merewether. the 
necessity for recognizing the existing situation in Arabia. ‘The Amir of Dthala, lke 
other Sheikhs, is the ruler recognized by his teihesmen, and must be recognized 
by us and treated by the Politienl Officer with due respect as such. ‘The Political 
Oficer seems disposed, on the strength of information which appears to emanate 
always from the same unspecified quarter, to draw the i that the Amir ix 
‘man to bo beld at arms length nd treated ’ On the contrary,

Major Merowether seems indeed to have take uaint himself with 
the politionl situation, but the Governor in Council thinks it ix advisable to caution 
him not to permit intelligence, implicating the Amir’s good faith, to interfere 
with his continued deslings—friendly, direct, constant, and eandid—with the Amir. 

5. In conclusion, I am directed to point ont how necessary it is to impros upon 
the Political Officer that he should not expect impos of conduct from the 
Arab ( hiefs. The inferences hostile to the Amir whi ir draws date 
from the time of the Kaim Mukam’s raid. The sources fare 
clearly indicated ; and upon these depend tho valuo to be placed apon his cx 
sions, Hin Exeolleney the Governor in Council is of opinion that the Resid 
tho Political Officer should accord every possible courtesy and consideration to these 
Chiefs, who after all are rulers t thelr own countrymen, and should endeavour to 
obtnin ax clo a porsonal influence over thei as is possitle. An attitude on the part 
of the Political Officer towards the Chiefs similar to that adopted by the late Captain 
Warneford is essential, He must recognize their moral weaknesses, while according 
full respent to their local importance, and endeavour, by encouraging frequent and 
direct intercourse, to influenos them for the prevention of trouble.

‘The Mushired«Dowlett avd 
that thoy had always been so treated in the past, that ix to say, they had beet sulijeot 
to the eriminal jurisiietion of the Persinn tribunals atid authorities, as neither Peryia 
nor Turkey grant extertitorial rights to the subjecta of the other within their respective 
territories, but the intervention and reprosehtations of tho Turkish Embassy nnd 
Consuls om their bohalf had been recognized in all oxtes-judicial matters in which 
they had complaints against the Persian authorition or Porsian subjects, ‘This, it 
should be noted, pute Koweltis inn position different from that of Afghans, who, 
Having no regular Treaty or diplomatie relations with Porsa, are treated, except in 
0 fat as * our good offices” are allowed on thoir bebalf,on tho same footing as nativos 
ot Fr atned to the Myskined-Dowlch that in our.view Kowelt, wae de facie 
Independent of Turkey, which had not established or maintained an. effective control 
‘over the country, although the Sheikh recognized in common with most orthodox 
Sunnis outside Africa the religious authority of the Sultan as Caliph, and. was, more- 
‘over, tho owner of large estates in the Vilayet of Bussorab. On theso latter grounds 
the Turkish Government, I believe, claimed him as its subject, much as it asserted, 
claim to sovereignty over many other Chiefs in Arabia. sucb as 
‘and the Amir of Nejd. Sheikh Mubarak Tha Sabah, however, 
‘lain, and had entered into certain arrangements witb His "s 
ng some resemblance to those made by us with other Arab. Chiefs 
in the Persian Gulf, in virtue of which we had undertaken to extend our good offices 
to his subjects, when outside Koweit. If the Persian Government recognized, as 
‘seemed t0 have done in their instructions to M. Waffalacrt, that Koweit was 
politically separate from and is tof Turkey, would there be any objection to 
Ailowing the Sheik to intrust the protection of his subjects in Persia to His Majesty's 
Reprosentatives, much as Swiss citizens wore protected by the French Legation, or at 
Jeatt to recognizing such a limited intervention by us on their bebalf, as wo exercised 
under a “dastkhat” of the lato Shab in the case of Afghans ? 





‘The Mushir-ed-Dowleh asked what view would be taken of such a claim by us op 
Lebalf of Koweit subjects (1) in Turkey ; (2) in other foreign States Would the 
French Consul at Bushire, for example, admit the intervention of the Residency in a 
suit between n French citiam and a native of Koweit? 

T said I felt certain that in Turkey the Turkish authorities would insist on 
treating Koweitis as Ottoman subjects. This, however, proved nothing, as they put 
forward the sme elaim in the ease of Tunisians and Algerines (or at least ured to do 
when I was at Constantinople), notwithstanding the fact that Tunis had been x 
French Protectorate for a quarter of a century, and Algiers a French possession for 
sixty years. As regards other forvign Powers, T was not aware that any opportunity 
had’ arisen for any discussion with them on the question, Koweit having no inter 
course with any States exerpt those on the shores of the Persian Gulf. If such n eas 
as he had supposed, for the sake of argument, were to arise with the French, the 
French Consul would either admit our intervention or an exchange of views would 
follow on the political issues at stake, similar to that now taking place betwoon his 
Excellency and myself. I ave since sent his Excellency a French geographical 
work, based on Elisée Reclus' “ Géographie Universelle,"” which, whilst describing 
Bahcin as 0 Turkish dependency, inaludes Koweit among the States of “independent 
Arabia 

His Excellency observed that it was somewhat remarkable that no such test case 
ax he had suggested should as yot have arisen, and that we should now for the first 
time last year bave had occasion to intorvene on behalf of Koweitis. I said this 
soemed to mo quite intelligible, as it was only within quite m recent period that 
Europeans other than Englishmen, had concerned themselves with the trade or 
politics of the Persian Gulf, or that an European Customs Administration, with ita 
strict and prosise procedure, had raised questions which in the days of the old farmers 
toad been Inft to be dealt with inn much more irregular and hap! fashion, ‘The 
striet repression of the traffic in arms, in connection with which the Sheikh had com 
plained to us of the harsh treatment of Koweit dhows by the Persian authoritios, was 
moreover # comparatively modern feature. 

‘The Mushir-ed-Dowleh said he conld not give mo an answer off Hand as to the 
view which the Persian Goverament would take of my proposal, but that he would 
submit the whole question, which would require rather careful consideration, to the 
Shah, and T think it not improbable that he may consult, not the Russians, but one 
or two reprrsentatives levs decidedly identified with opposition to our interesta in the 
Golf, such ax those of France and Germany, before giving me a definite answer. 
From a Persian point of view, it is probably moro desirable that Koweit subjects 
‘oppremed or robbed by the Persian authorities should be under the lethargic prot 
tion of Turkey rather than the strenuous care of a Tritish Resident, and the Porsixa 
Government certainly regards Turkish influence in the Gulf with much lese fear aid 
disteust than it does ours. This last consideration may, however, induce it, out of 
prudence, to lean rather to our view than to that of ‘lurkey, and while I think that it 
will hesitate for a long time to commit itself on one sido or the other, I am not without 
hope that @ working understanding may be arrived at, especially if we ean get the 
Persinns to admit, which they seem inclined to do, that Kowelt ix de fucto inde- 


it. 

T told the Mushir-cd-Dowleh that I thought it would be to Persin's interest to 
maintain good relations with Koweit, as the Sheikh was on friendly torms with the 
Tn Saad dynasty, which bad apparentiy reestablished ite authority over the greater 
part of Nojd, and thus controtied the overland Persian pilgrim route from the holy 
cities of Irak Arabi to Medina. Koweit was, moreover, becoming every year an 
incteasingly important commercial centre, and it would be to the advantage of the 
Persian Government to secure friendly treatment for Persian subjects proceeding 
ther for trade o traveling a pilgrims aoross Jebel Shammar and ej, by « con- 
ciliatory attitude towards the political views of the Sheikh, and the commercial 
interests of his subjects visiting Persia, ILis Excelleney made a note of this Inst 
obsorvation, and repeated that my representations would receive the most careful 
attention. 

I have sent him the inclosed written reminder of our conversation, but have 
thought it better to avoid formulating in writing any views about the status of 


Koweit.

‘On my side, I thought it best not to make frogh rvprosentations, at all events at 
present, about the guard hove, fearing that if T did wo they might propose a tnrgaio, 
fund suggest that wo should withdraw our Resident, and they the soldiers. T do not 
think this would suit us, and I should be sorry to eee His Majesty's Government 
renounce their right to send a Resident to Kowoit, as, in the existing condition of 
affairs, some outward sign of our predominant position at Koweit wcoms highly 
desirable 

But, apart from these considerations, and supposing that the Porte did not make 
uch a proposal, T thought that my representations would fail to have effect unless His 
Majesty's Goreramant ‘wore revolved either to induce the Sheikh of Koweit to establish 
‘a military station at the other end of the island—a step which, taking into account the 
shifty character and double dealings of his Highness, might require considerable 
porsisusion—or to insist upon the removal of the Turks. 

I venture to think that, while the Turkish military station is maintained ov Bubian 
Inland, wo can properly refuse wo give any definite assurances respecting the ‘presence 
of a Britiah Resident at Koweit, and that even if Major Knox be now withdrawn in 
accordance with your Lordship"s assurances to Musurus Pasha, he should return at an 





carly date. Gradually his appointment will be regarded by the Turks as a fait 
eccompli, and their refusal to withdraw their soldiers from Bubian Island will enable 
His Majesty's Government to consider whether at some future date it may not be 
advisable to check the Ottoman Government by establishing a Koweit military station 
on Bubian Island.
